Board of Directors, but all lack confirmation, 
and none of the members can be induced to 
say a word, The directors have decided on 
the starting up of a number of the bouses 
within the next few days, but the director 
who vouchsafed this information refused to 
state what houses they were.

President of the Paringten Brick Con- 
pany Is Accused of Financial Irregu- 
larity by His Father-in-Law — The 
Accused Man Has Not Been Seen 
for Ten Days, and Is Thought te Be ie 
Mexico=Threats of Pfosecation Mad 
His Grother Siys He Is All Bight. 

Charles S. Purmgton, President of the Pur- 
ington Brick company, Nos. 159 to 163 La 
Salle street, is misemg. His fatner · in- la w. T. 
S. Dobbins, who was his business te, 
charges him with misappropriating $40,000 
of the firm's money. 

Purmgton was at his office Thursday of last 
week, when be sent a note to hie wife by a 
messenger say ing he was going to Mil wankee 
to be absent a few days, He left then with. 
out saying anything to the office attachés and 
has mot been seen since, neither has any 
word or tidings been received from 
him. It was thought he might have been 
foully dealt with when his disappearance 


was first noticed, as no one suspected any 
irregularities in his business affairs. An in-

were not correct. The extent. of the discrep- 
ancy is not yet known, as the investigation 
is not yet complete. Mr. Dobbins says it 
may exceed $40,000, as transactions not 
shown on the books are continually coming 
to light. Mr. Dobbins, who says he is the 
principal loser by the conduct of hie erring 
son-in-law, is trying to locate him, to bring

him back to answer for his misconduct. 


Purington’s Position. 

The missing man was the President and 
General Manager of the Purington Brick 
company, which was capitalized for $100,- 
000. His father-in-law, T. S. Dobbins, who 
was the Secretary and Treasurer of the com- 
pany, was the one who [furnished the capital. 
All of the stock was held in the family, Mra. 
Dobbins and other women members holding 
a few shares. The yards of the company are 
at Bernice, Iil, on the P., C., C. and St. L. R. 
R., where a force of 125 men is employed 
manufacturing what is known as common 
brick, While Dobbins furnished the capital 
he allowed his son-in-law one-half of the 
profits. This was considerable for a_ period, 
but during last.year the businese was con- 
ducted ata loss. Purington’s personal ob- 
ligations began to accumulate and of late 
they became pressing. This is believed to be 
the reason for his alleged appropriation of the 
company’s money to his own use. One note 
held against him for $1,500 was to have gone 
to protest last Monday. 

His irregularities do not cover a period of 
more than a month,” said Mr. Dobbins, 
„ but he got away with nearly all my ready 
cash in that time. The way he did it was to 
collect billie due the firm and pocket the 


money. I cannot tell now how much he did 
take in this way, but it looks like 640,000.

er Purington will never be associated with 
me nor any member of my family again, he 
said with bitterness. 

D. V. Purington of the Purmgton-Kimbell 
Brick company, brother of the missing man, 
said he thought Charles had gotie to Mexico 
to engage in onyx mining operations. He de- 
nied, however, that be had done anything 
wrong or that he was short in his accounts 
„My brother was owing some 
personal debts, he said, and it was on ac- 
count of these that he went away. Ia all I 
should say he was owmg about $4,000. 
These debts, I admit, Were pressing. He was 
being continually dunned. He was: a proud 
fellow and could not bear the importunities 
of creditors he could not satisfy. He got to 
drinking pretty heavily a few days before 
he left ahd I think his disappearance 
is more the result of a drinking bout than 
anything else. I do not know anything of 


his whereabouts, but I would not be surprised 


if he had gone to Mexico. He had a friend 
who was the owner of some onyx mines there. 
a gentleman named Richard Isreal, About 
two weeks ago Isreal, who had a lot of sam- 
ples of the stone in my brother’s vault, took 
them away as he was returning to Mexico, I 
would not be surprised if Charies had gone 
there.

He was 38 years 
of age, of prepossessing address, and engag- 
ing disposition. He was not connected with 
the Purington-Kimbeli Brick company, of 
which his brother, D. V. Purington, is the 
President.

| Statements That It Will Facilitate the 


Entrance of Mongolians. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 14.—* The new 
treaty between this country and China, which 
is about to be promulgated by the President, 
will virtually undo all the benefits we have 
derived from the Geary-McCreary acts.“ said 
United States District-Attorney Garter. 
“Under the existing laws a Chinese 
laborer cannot leave this country 
and return again, and if these 
laws were continued in force the Chinese 
population in the United States would de- 
crease rapidly. It is also provided that all 
laborers who do not possess certificates of 
residence issued by the United States Govern- 
ment may be arrested, and, upon proof of 
such fact, be returned to China. Under 
the new treaty all the safeguards which 
the laws ve placed about the 
coming and gomg of laborers are 
Droken down, Any person who is at all 
familiar with the case in which a coolie can 
evade a law will fully understand this. Art. 
2 of the treaty provides that any registered 
taborer may go to China and return, provided 
he has a lawful wife, child, or parent in the 
United States or property therein of the value 
of $1,000 or debts of like amount due 
him and 8 settlement. pro- 
vision can be easily complied with, for now 
Chinese testimony is all that is required and 
there are hundreds of Chinese who»aake a 
business of testifying in the courts to any- 

that may be desired, providing, of 
course, that they are paid for their services.

FOR SWEEPING CHANGES IN THE NAVY. 


Synopsis of a Bill Prepared by Representa- 
tive Meyer. | 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dee. 14.—Acting under 
instructions of the jomt committee of the 
two Houses of Congress on the personnel of 
the navy Representative Meyer of the com- 
mittee has prepared a report and a bill, the 
latter of which embodies the changes which the 
committee will probably recommend. The 
report calls attention to the evils existing un- 
der the present system, discusses the causes 
which have led to them, and submits in the 
shape of a bill a general plan for reorganiza- 
tion. With reference to the line of the navy 
the report points out that the active list will 
soon be brought into a condition which, if 
not promptly arrested by Congressional ac- 
tion, will impair the efficiency of the naval 
service “to a degre@truly disastrous. It is 
pointed out that the stagnation in promotion 
now existing is a hardship, but that this dis- 
ad vantage is an evil small in comparison with 
the danger resulting from a lack of experi- 
enced officers. 

It is recommended that there shall be no 
fewer than sixteen promotions annually to 
the grade of Commander and twenty to that 
of Lieutenant-Commander. It is recom- 


mended that the title of Brigadier-General be | 


given to the Colonel-Commandant of the ma- 
rine corps, a retired list be established simi- 
lar to that of the army for the enlisted men 
of the navy. and that the laws relative to citi- 
zenship in force for enlisted men of the army 
de applicable to the navy, and 
should be a system of promotions from the 
ranks as in the army; that line and staff offi- 
cers receive equal pay for equal rank, and it 
is pointed out that this change will work aa 
annual saving of $195,000 to the govern- 
ment. The bill provides that the personnel 
of the navy shall be composed of ten corps, 
as follows: Corps of the line, medical corps, 
pay corps, engineer corps, chaplains, nava!

THINE JUDGE WOODS WAS ARBITRARY. 


Labor Leaders Talk of the Decision and 
the Probable Result, 

Dexver, Colo., Dec. 14.—President Gom- 
pers said regarding the decision of Judge 
Woods in the Debs case „ “I think it con- 
temptible for any Judge totake from a citizen 
of the United States the right ot a trial by 
jury. If Mr. Debs is guilty of any criminal 
act, a jury of his peers should be allowed to 
say so. I denounce'the action of any Judge 
who shows himself so eager to do the bidding 
of the corporations. 

In regard to the decision of Judge Woods, 
Patrick McBride, Secretary of the United 
Mineworkers, said: I think the decision 
is an outrage. I do not believe the intention 
of law under which the injunction was 
issued was to include labor or¢anizations. It 
seems to me that the court should have re- 
mitted the penalty. Instead of that he has 
strained the law to reach the decision and 
inflict severe punishment upon the first man 
tried for its violation.“ 

A. MeGraith of Typographical Union, Bos- 
ton, said: I think the methods of tne peo- 
ple in power are tending toward revolution.“ 

Thomas J. Morgan of Chicago said:. The 
decision aside from igs immediate effects on. 
Mr. Debs is a good thing for the labor move- 
ment, It shows what may be expected from 
Legislatures and courts that are controlled by 
the capitalists.”’ 

William B. Prescott, President of the Typo- 
graphical Union, said: I am opposed to 
the punishment of one man for the acts of 
another. I believe the injunction Debs vio- 
lated was against his real legal rights. 

Dusvuqus, Ia., Des. 14.—W. W. Erwin of 
counsel for Debs would not express an opin- 
ion on the result of the case, but said if it 
could be got before the United States Su- 
preme Court he was confident of a reversal.

be preparing to throw it overboard. Is this 
change of front a general one, or does it apply 
to railroads oniy? Is it the wish of Congress 
to destroy competition in all the great indus- 
tries and to have them governed by legalized 
trusts? 


OPPOSED TO THE JEKYLL-HYDE TARIFF 
POLICY. 

Some outside papers, which should know 
better, but deceived by the illinois quckoo 
organs, are stating that after the late election 
Tun Turpuxz came out as usual in favor of 
free trade; that the country Republican 
papers of this State assailed it with consid- 
erable unanimity on account of its alleged 
tergiversation; and that the reason why Tun 
Tribune, is opposing Cullom is that he was 
consistent in his devotion to protection while 
Tun nenn was not. 

Mark, DOW, how a plain tale shall put 
vou don.“ During the late campaign these 
shrieking cuckoo papers worked along with 
Tun Tumoxx, all standing together on the 
tariff plank of the State platform, in which 
there was not one word of indorsement of the 
McKinley law or any request for its re- 
enactment. Those cuckoo papers fought shy 
of that bill. When Gov. Maker made 
speeches in Chicago and IIlineis he did not 
ask the people to reénact his bill nor did he 
advocate it. Nor did ex-Speaker Reed ask 
them to vote for Republican Copgressional 


candidates in order that the McKinley bill or 


any of the other big gun speakers who 
visited this State. 

Cullom redelivęred his speech fifty or sixty 
times during the campaign, but never once 
did he say that he was for the reénactment of 
the repealed McKinley law. He was asked 
by his opponent, Mr. MacVeagh, whether 
that was his policy, but he gave replies that 
did not commit him to it. Generally, he has 
changed on the tariff after an election like 
the cuckoos, but this time he has not. He 
has announced since the election, a few 
days ago, that: We could not if we would

But the fact that Cullom had had a spasm of 
consistency and had said after election, as well 
as before it, that he was for moderate protec- 
tion was ignored by the cuckoos and not one 
of them has thrown mud at him therefor. 
They had uomeasured abuse for Tun Txrs- 
unm for standing consistent, but none for 
him, though he went farther than it did in 
his remarks against the McKinley law.

_ DEBS GETS SIX MONTHS. 

Judge Woods delivered his decision yester- 
day in the Debts contempt case. The chief 
defendant was given six months in tne Cook 
County Jail. Howard and the directors of the 
American Railway Union, with one exception, 
got three months. 

It was claimed on behalf of the defendants 
that the court had no authority to issue the 
injunction they were charged with disregard- 
ing, and if it had the defendants had not done 
anything in disobedience of its orders. 

The court is of a different opinion on both 
points. The defendants were charged with 
being engaged in a conspiracy to hinder and 
interrupt inter-State commerce and the carry- 
ing of the mails upon the railroads centering 
in Chicago in such manner as to constitute a 
public nuisance, Judge Woods holds that un- 
der the Constitu ion and the laws the Federal 
court had full power to enjoin them from go- 
ing on with their conspiracy. 

It was claimed on behalf of the defendants 
that the act of 1890, commonly known as the 
anti-trust act, was directed at capital and not 
at labor organizations in any form. Judge 
Woods, on the other hand, is clearly of the 
opinion ‘that under the act in question the 
court had jurisdiction of the case presented 
in the application and that the injunction 
granted was not without authority of law. 

‘| The evidence, he says, satisfies him that the 
defendants did violate the injunction. While 
eadmittmg that they did not favor and even 
deprecated extreme violence, yet— 

It was impossible that a strike which aimed ata 
general cessation of busin pon the railroads 
of the country. could succeed without violence, 
and it is not to be believed the defendants en- 
tered upon the execution of their scheme with 
out appreciating the fact and without hav- 
ing determined how to deal with it. The infer- 
ence, therefore, isa fair one, aside from direct 
evidence to the point, that they expected and in- 
tended that this strike should differ from others 
only in magnitude of design and boldness of ex- 
ecution, and that the accus accessories of 
intimidation* and violence, so far at least as 
found essential to success, would not bd omitted. 
For that much the striking workman, acting on 
the promptings of self-interest, without insti- 
gation or direct suggestion, and even in spite of 
admonitions to the contrary, may ordinarily be 
counted on. Such admonitions against violence 
were sent out occasionally by the defendants, 
but it does not appear that they were ever 
heeded, and I am not able to believe on the evi- 
dence that in the fullest sense it was expected or 
iafended that they should be. 

On the subject of peaceable strikes the court 
had this ta say: 

The right of; men to strike peaceably, and the 
right to advise a peaceable strike, which the law 
does not presume to be impossible, is not ques- 
tioned. Butif men enter into a conspiracy to do 
any unlawful thing, and in order to accomplish 
their purpose advise workmen to go upon a strike, 


come, neither on law nor on morals can they es- 
cape responsibility. 

Having reached the conclusion that the in- 
junction was valid and that the defendants 
had disobeyed it the court proceeded to im- 
pose the sentences mentioned above. In view 
of what the defendants did they ought to 
think they got off easily. The court warned 
them by its injunction of what would happen 
if they kept on interfering with the mails and 
the. inter-State commerce of the country. 
That was a kindly act. Their reply was, 
The injunction be ——,” and they kept on 
with their interference with the rights and 
the peace of the people. Now, perhaps, they 
wish they had obeyed. 

The decision seems to be a sound one from 
a legal as well as an equitable point of view. 
It would bean absurgity, a smgular state of 
affairs, if the United States Government and 
its courts are so powerless that they can do 
nothing to defend the inter-State commerce 
and the maiis from Debses and Howards. 
That question is pretty well settled now, and 
it is not likely that other agitators will imi- 
tate Debs. 


CULLOM AND REED AND THE POOLING 
BILL.

In the next place it is true that 
Cullom is only a Senator,” but he is a Sen- 
ator from Illinois, while Reed is oniy a 
Representative from Maine and quite out- 
side the Chicago or Illinois sphere of in- 
fluence. 

Mr. Reed represents one House district in 
the easternmost State of the Union. It may be 
that the people of his district approve of his 
vote on the pool bill, and he is the best judge 
on that point. It is possible that they did not 
suffer in past times from railroad pooling and 
are not afraid of it now. But whether Mr. 
Reed does or does not represent his constitu. 
ents in Maine, he is responsible to them 
alone, at present, at least, for his vote on the 
pool bill, 

But Senator Cullom represents an undivid- 
ed half of the four and a half million people 
of Iilinois, or six times as many as in all

CARL SCHURZ INDICTS CABLISLE. 

In the course of his admirable address be- 
fore the National Civil Service League at 
Central Music Hall Mr. Schurz condemned 
the administration of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in the following vigorous terms: 


Beginning with an act of gross nepotism, his 
management has not only furnished the strongest 
proof of the necessity of putting the chiefs of 
division under the civil service rules, so as t> 
protect those places in the manifést interest of 
the service against the encroachments of spoils 
polities, but in the matter of removals, reduc. 
tions, and promotions shifts have been resorted 
to which, without perhaps violating the letter of 
the law, have run counter to its spirit in a man- 
ner but well calculated to impair among the 
} subordinates that reliance upon fidelity and effi- 
ciency far continuance office and for promo- 
tion which is indispen to upholdthe morals 
of the foree, and which prevails everywhere,else 
in the classified service. In this respect the 
Treasury Department under Mr. Carlisie has con- 
spicuously fallen below the standard maintained 
by his predecessors since the enactment of the 
civil service law. 


The indictment drawn up by Mr. Schurz 
against Secretary Carlisle for flagrant and 
persistent violation of the provisions of the 
civil service law is a Krong one, especially as 
coming from the President of the national 
league and from a man who is in political ac- 
cord with the present administration. Had it 
come from a Republican he might have been 
charged with partisan prejudice or animosity, 
but no such charge can lie at Mr. Schurz's 
door, It is matter of common notoriety that 
the Secretary has been guilty of nepotism. 
He has filled places in the department with 
nephews and other relatives. He nas thrown 
out long-tried and competent men who satis- 
fied every provision of the civil service law 
and filled their places with partisan heelers 
who have worked for him or his friends as a 
reward for their services. In removals, re- 
dactions, and promotions the law has been 
contjnuously violated, and violated in such a 
manner as, Mr. Schurz says, to impair 
amdug the subordinates that reliance upon 
fidelity and efficiency for continuance in of. 
fice and for promotion which is indispensable 
to uphold the morals of the force and which 
prevails everywhere else in the classified 
service.“ All the more glaring is the offense 
of Secretary Carlisle when it is considered 
that in every other department of the Nation- 
al Government the law is effectively carried 
out and the progress df civil service reform is 
gratifying. 

It is not likely that anything Mr. Schurz or 
any one else may say will affect Carlisle or 
induce him to place his department upon a 
business basis, where, of all departments in 
Washington, it should be. He is a hidebound 
spoilsman. Party service stands in his esti- 
mation as of more account than efficient ad- 
ministration of the financial affairs of the Na- 
tion. There is but one man who has the right 
to speak with authority, and be is the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Cleveland has furnished Carlisle 
with all of his financial ideas which have any 
value, and yet he has been repeatedly snubbed 
by Carlisie, It cannot be doubted that Mr. 
Cleveland has the intereste of civil service re- 
form at heart. Under these circumstances he 
should enter his vigorous protest against Car- 
lisle’s maladmmistration and the retrogres- 
sion of the department. If Mr. Carlisle had 
any regard for the feelmgs of the people of 
thie country; if he had a knowledge of their 
true opinion of him, he would resign and no 
longer spend his time trying to impose the 
State bank system upon the country and to 
ruin its currency. He has been unfaithful to 
his duties. He has violated the law. He has 
impaired the efficiency of the most important 
governmental department. If he had any 
dea of popular opinion or of public propriety 
he would resign at once.

WHY DO THEY WANT FREE SILVER? 


+ The Federation of Labor convention at 


Denver has adopted a resolution in favor of 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1, ahd demanded the re@énactment of the 
law in force before 1873, regardless of the 
action of any other nation. But while doing 
this it refused to indorse the preamble sub- 
mitted by the Committee on Resolutions, 
which, in the language of Treasurer Lennor, 
** assumed that all the trouble in this country 
was due to the demonetization of silver.“ 

Why do those representatives of the work- 
ingmen want free coinage of silver” at a 
nominal rating of double the actual bullion 
value of the metal? Do they suppose such a 
rating could be maintained in the United 
States any more than it is in Mexico, or any 
other of the countries where silver is free 
in their sense of the term? And if not, how 
do they suppose the cahse of labor in the 
concrete, or the workingman as an in- 
dividual, is to be benefited by an arrange- 
ment which practically could not amount to 
anything better than giving the toiler two 
half dollars instead of pne whole dollar? 
Have they stopped to consider that even this 
would be denied, that the average toiler 
would not get two half worth dollars under 
the free coinage they demand in the piace of 
one full worth dollar paid him under the 
present system of limited coimage? If they 
did step to think over that for a few moments 
they never again would demand the adoption 
by the country of the resolution offered by 
Delegate Lloyd. On the contrary they would 
know that to follow his advice would bring 
on themselves and others untold misery, 
plunging the working classes into a deeper 
gulf of despair and suffering than hey now 
have any idea of. 

The first effects of adopting the free coinage 
they ask for would be to reduce by 50 per 
cent the value of every dollar saved up by the 
workmgman from his earnings of the past, 
and of every dollar available for the use of 
employers in finding work for him in the 
future. This contraction of: the wage fund 
alone would paralyze, the labor market for the 
time bemg, and the paralysis could not be re- 
covered from till many hundred millions of 
the new dollars had been provided at the buy- 
ing value of 50 cents each to take the place of 
the value that had shrunk out. That would 
take years, no matter how actively the silver 
mine-owners might work to fili the void. And 
when it was filled the totlers would be no bet- 
ter off than nom They would have passed 
through years of suffering and privation only 
to find at the close oi the term that labor gan- 
not be paid more than what it is worth in pro- 
ce that tne wages of the toiler 
wou'd not buy any more of the comforts 
needed for himself and family than they do

RAILROADS FIGHTING CHICAGO, 

The testimony given this week by Chicago 
merchants before the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission of this State exposes the exist- 
ence of a most strocious discrimination 
against the trade and commerce of Chicago 
by the railroads of Illinois. For instance, the 
rate on certain kinds of merchandise from 
Chicago to Alton is 40 cents per 100 pounds. 
The rate on the same goods from Cincinnati 
to Alton, via Chicago, is 47. cents per 100 
pounds, Practically the three cities may be 
described as «ituated at the three corners of a 
right angled triangle, the hypothenuse being 
the line from Cincinnati te Alton, while the 
other two sides are equal to each other. With 
40 cents from Chicago te Alton the rate from 
Cincinnati to Alton ought to be 52 cents if 
the distance was measured in a straight line 
between the two points, sxymg nothing 
of the fact that the distance actually traversed 
for the 47 cents is a little more than double 
that for which 40 cents is charged. Yet in 
view of such an astounding fact as this one of 
the railroad agents in attendance on the meet- 
ing had the impudence to insinuate that the 
rates charged to Chicago merchants are not 
really unfair, though they apparently may be 
so. If the rate from Cincinnati be prorated 
between the lines according to the distances 
involvedthe same railroad carrier accepts 
from the Cincinnati merchant 23 cents for 
the same service for which the Chicago mer- 
chant is obliged to pay it 40 cents, Is not 
this gross discrimination? 

A few other cases: The rate per 100 pounds 
from Cincinnati to Ancona, III., a distance of 
307 miles, is 40 cents, while from Chicago to 
Ancona, only 100 miles, itis 35 cents. From 
Cincinnati to Athens, III., 314 miles, the rate 
is 42 cents, while from Chicago to Athens, 
only 223 miles, it is 47 cents. For carriage 
over the 276 miles from Cincinnati to Bloom- 
ington, III., 40 cents per 100 pounds con- 
tents the transportation companies, while 
they exact 43 cents for carrjing the same 
freight over the distance of only 126 miles 
that separates Chicago from Blodmington, 
Yet, uccording to the railroad man already 
referred to, and who seemed to be supported 
by his fellows at the meeting, there is no act- 
val discrimination against Chieago—it is 
only a seeming one, 5 

The vast disadvantages to the trade of Chi- 
cago here cited are due only to differences of 
classification. The list might be extended to’ 
great length and then only a part of the story 
would be told. The lines which carry grain 
and live stock at cut rates past Chicago do the 
business at rates considerably less than offi- 
cial figures, while the rates to Chicago are 
maintained up to schedule. Then those cross 
lines underbid on return merchandise so that 
their cars may not be hauled back empty, and 
what are called the Chicago lines, but in re- 
ality are anti-Chicago, see this gomg on all 
the time but make no effort to give the Chi- 
cago merchant something like a fair chance 
for business. The consequence is that à very 
large part of the trade of middle Iltinois, a 
territory which ought to be served from this 
eity, is lost to the Chicago merchant. It is 
absorbed by the traders of other places, not a 
few of whom send their goods right through 
this city past the doors of the men who are 
forced to pay blackmail to lines which de- 
pend to a late extent on the good will of 
Chicago for their very existence or do no 
busines; at all in the territory served by these 
lines. 

The State Board cannot longer plead igno- 
rance of the facts, a small part of which has 
been brought to the attention of its members 
in their official capacity. Those gentlemen 
ought at once to see that this wholesale 
slaughter of Chicago mercantile interests be 
stopped. Either they must insist on a change 
of classification or rates, or both, so that this 
most important part of the State which they 
are supposed to serve may not be so violentiy 
discriminated against by the State railroads 
in the future as it has been in the past. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM FOR CITIES. 

Secretary Schurz’s address before the Na- 
tional Civil Service League was a forceful and 
practical discussion of the subject. Its only 
fault, if fault it miay be called, was that he 
dwelt too much upon eivil service reform in 
national affairs and passed over civil service 
reform in municipal affairs too lightly. The 
omission is all the more noticeable since the 
reform is already established in national af- 
fairs and the various departments of the gov- 
ernment, @xcept the Treasury, are run in 
accordance with the provisions of the civil 
service law, while in municipal governments, 
where it is most needed, such a law has yet to 
be applied. 

Of all the departments of popular govern- 
ment there is not one so much in need of civil 
service laws rigidly enforced as the munici- 
pal. It touches the people more closely than 
any other. It affects them every day in tne 
week and every hour in the day. A man can- 
not walk from his house to his office without 
feeling the need of an efficient city govern- 
ment. He finds the sidewalks blocked up 
with boxes, bales, and skids. He has to pick 
his way through mud, filth, and garbage. If 
he is in a crowd he needs police protection 
against thieves and pickpockets. If he rides 
to his office he feels the need of better streets. 
If he is at home he wants clean alleys, the ab- 


sence of ashes and garbage, a well swept 


street, pure water, good sewerage, pure air 
freed from smoke and stench, a clean atmos- 
phere and bright sunlight, protection of his 
house against fire and burglats, and freedom 


from the encroachments of disagreeable | 


neighbors. 

With these things national ‘parties, politics, 
and principles have nothing todo. What the 
citizen wants isa good, honest, and efficient 
city government. He wante certain things 


which are conducive to his comfort, and which | 


are guaratiteed to him under a municipal 
form of government, and he does not want to 
pay more for them than they sre worth. For

The outflow of gold has assumed large pro-

Long before the first dollar of income tax can 
be collected the reserve will have sunk so low 
that President Cleveland will be obliged to 
redeem the pledge given by him in his latest 
message to issue another lot of bonds if that 


should be necessary to maintain the parity. 


Yet Congress is doing nothing, and the ad- 
ministration is domg hothing to help the Na- 
tion out of the dilemma. The Secretary of 
the Treasury has proposed a measure and 
Cleveland has given it his indorsement, the 
adoption of which would make things worse 
instead of better, True, it contains a pro- 
vision that a certain percentage in legal 
tenders shail be deposited by national banks 
taking Out circulation, but its other provis- 
ions render it measurably certain that no 
such circulation would be taken out by the 
national banks, they being required to guar- 
antee each other, while a lot of State banks 
are to be ullowed to issue paper currency at 
will without any such guarantee among them- 


eelves or any deposit of legal tenders to 


secure even a considerable part of their cir- 
culation. 

Shame on such a Congress. Shame on 
such an administration. 
hands of the trusts in the making up of their 
tariff bill, and now putting through a more 
gigantic trust than either that in oil or 
sugar by voting ‘for the legalization of rail- 
road pooling.

It's utter rub dish.“ Then I tock up tne sbeets 
and just about to throw them into the 
fire when I thought I'd keep them for another 
day and think the thing over. That night in bed, 
while I was worrying about the impossibiiity 
of going on with the tale, the soiution of my 
diftictity suddenly occurred to me.

Prospects are more favorable for speedy ad- 
justment ot the troubles between the Cana- 
dian Pacific and other Western railroads. The 
Canadian line appeared te be in a more con- 
ciliatory spirit at yesterday’s meetmg of the 
Advisory committee of the Immigrant Clear- 
ing-House, and hopes are entertained thata 
compromise will be effected today.

of Nebraska, It demands, however, 333¢ per 
cent to St. Paul and Minneapolis and points 
in Wisconsin and 50 per cent to Duluth and 
Lake Superior points. Italso agrees to give 
up competition to points south of Portland, 
but wants a large proportion of tlie business 


to ponts north of Portland. General Pas- 


senger Agent MeNicoll promised to su b- 
mit a revised statement of what his company 
pro to the meeting. this. morning.

Hamm in the Philadelphia Times. Asa rule 
their feet are one-third the size of their hands, 
and they have the gmallest hands of any wom- 
en living. To be thoroughly fashionable, how- 
ever, the foot must not be over two inches in 
length and a half an inch wide across the toes. 
A wife of the Viceroy of Kwang Tung (I be-

restrictions as to almost awaken the convic- 
tion that they were created deformities. The 
practice of foot-binding, like many other 
tortures in China, is a weep-rooted evil, in 
fact it is a part of the national religion and 
philosophy. The last is added, as about one- 
third of the inhabitants of the empire are 
confirmed infidels and live by the moral 
maxims of the ancient sages. 
Many of the goddesses whom the women 
are called upon to worship Have deformed 
feet. The Goddess of Superior Wifehood has 
a set of hoofs like. knitting needles. These

Greene of revolutionary memory, perfected 
the cotton gin after Eli Whitney, who hap- 
pened to be boarding with her and who made 
the origina! design, had given it up as a bad 
job. e light and convenient paper pail was 
invented by a Chicago woman, and the invalua- 
ble gimlet- pointed screw was the idea of a 
little girl. An improved wood-carving ma- 
chine, a furnace for smelting ore, a chain 
elevator, a deep sea telescope, a screw crank 
for steamships, a fire-escape, a wood feeder 
and weigher, a spark arrester for locomo- 
tives, a signal rocket used in the navy 
have all been invented by women. The de- 
vice in use on the New York elevated road 
for deadening the noise of the trains and 
which Edison had been asked to take into 
consideration was made by a woman.

strength for renewed efforts. In this way 
the Princess played indirectly a part in poli- 
tics that was not unimportant, filling the 
warlike Chancellor with an irrepressibie joy 
in life and indefatigable courage for the fray.” 

We have here a picture of the old-fashioned 
wife, the helpmeet, who merged herself, her 
ambitions, her energies in her husband and 
her home from three standpoints—the wife’s, 
the husband’s, and the observer's.
